Would you 
not like to preserve your owui Would you 
not be glad to know the birth and death of 
your father, yourself and your cbildren would 
be recorded where you know it would be kept 
forever? Vou can have a record of births and 
deaths in Virginia if vou will asiet in the en* 
foroement of the law." 

Huoh an appeal to the public, shows a grow- 
ing nnderttauding of popular psychology on 
« 

the part of health officials. Compulsion, in 
the form of flnes or imprisonment, may be 
necessary, in extreme cases, to enforce any 
law. Hut Tbc .lournid of the Ahum ican Medi- 
cal Association tbiiik^ it in lunch hotter to 
folK)W Ibt^ i>(itb of least rcHistauco and to se- 
cure the willing co-operation of the peojde hy 
showing them that health law and regulations 
are not arbitrary rules, but are for their own 
protection and benetit! The American peo- 
ple will report births and deaths, if thef are 
convinced of the necessity for such a measure 
and understand why it is expected of them.

Ha chanced rallgloBa aa anothar maa 
would cbange from aumtner to winter 
clothea. A writer on morality, his own 
moral* wtre iiuHppakable. H« waa ever 
eager to receive aid; and still more 
Induatrloua In abusing benefactors He 
bad a genius for philosophic writings 
— and a tar greater genius for making 
enemies. Tha kindaat tbing that can 
be aaid about him paraonally la that ha 
waa probablr Hora or laaa Inaaaa. 
Uara la hit Btorjr: 

Rouaaaau waa tha aoa of a Bwtaa 
watchmaker. Hla fathar In 17SS, when 
the lad waa ten yeara old, bacame In 
volved In a atreet row and had to leave 
hla Geneva home, calmly deserting bis 
family. Jean Jacques was brought up 
by hla mother's iclutlveH, ^^ho ap- 
prenticed bim at thirteen to a notary 
Tha boy and hla master t ould not get 
on togathar. ao Jaaa waa apprenticed 
over again, thla Uma to an angravcr. 
▲U hla hws IMa Roaaaau «uarralad 
with ararybody lata whoaa aoclety ha 
waa thrown. Ha bagan with tha au' 
graver. At alstaan ba "jumpad" hla 
apprenticaahip aad raa away from 

Oeuova. 

Hu then began a series of wander- 
ings whlub wtTo wore or less Interest- 
ing, but ararcely protltuble cither to 
undergo or tell nbout. He changed his 
ralisloa at the outset, encountering 
aoma rather doubtful adveuturea, and 
at laat bacama a footman In the bouae- 
hold <a a Mma. da VaroaUla. WhUa be 
waa worklns thara ba itola a eoatiy 
ribbon. Iba thatt waa discovered 
Rouaaeau saved bimaelf from punUb 
meut by falsely accusing a niald Ncrv 
ant of the theft. The ttUa of this 
wholly shkoieful affair Is fOUBd la bla 
celebrated "Cuufessiona.' 

When his employer died, UouBseau 
found another situation— and promptly 
loat It on account of hia conduct. Hla 
axpariaaoa for tba oast faw yaara led 
btai through all gradaa of aoelaty. from 
vagabondage to court elrclea. It was 
not until 174S tbat ba won any fame 
Then he became known aa a clever 
writer and musician. Several peraouK 
of high rank tuok an Interesi In hli< 
career. From each of these people he 
accepted what aid he could get, iheii 
quarreled with hla benefactom and 
usually spoke and wrote IU uf theiu 

In a prise eaaay, written la 17K0. be 
epaaly declared tbat prograaaand high 
er elTlllaatlon bad proTed a euraa to 
mankind. Thla aaaar ntada hloi for a 
time tba idol of Paria' artificial and 
oovelty-seeklng society. Ha followed 
up bis literary auccesa by u reaJly 
beautiful opera. Ilut his uttatkH (in 
various i-^eucb customs nuA idcul- 
made ParIa an uncomfortable abode 
for bIm. Back be went to Oeneva 
(again changing bla religion to lit his 
anrroundlnga) aad met with a eoidlal 
reoaptloB Iron tba taaraad man of 
gwltierland. 

Hero he took up Us Utarary work 
acaln and duuled tha world by bla 
"problem novels" and phllosophlual 
truatlaea. Uut he continued hlu life 
effort of making aa many enemies aa 
possible. And such enemies aa his 
pei Honallty could not reach were made 
by his writings. Hla novel "Enille" 
— a radical sort of educational thesis 
in flotloa toria— waa condemned by 
tba Parla parllaaant; and R ouaaeau 
darad not set toot ta tba FTanoh wp- 
Ital for fear of anraat. Other works 
of hia were denounced by the Swiaa 
authorities. His "Contrat Social" 
(which demanded that governments 
be ruled by the people and preached 
unlveraal suffrage) brought down 
upon him the hatred of conservative 
thinkers. Altogether, be began to Hud 
it hard to choaaa a place of abode 
whara he waald be sals froa parsaeo- 
tlon. 

Ha went to Baglaad and there quar- 
reled with his patrons, behaved Inso- 
lently toward the king, and found It 
convenient to come back to the con 
ttnent of Europe. This time he waa 
allowed to settle la Paris. Hla health 
had become shattered. 80 bad hla 
mind. To add to hla woea, ha mar- 
ried Thereaa La Vaaaeur. former 000k 
In a thlrd-rata Inn. Their flra «hU- 
draa ha aaat to a fouadUaf aaybun, 
tboa glTlag bit aaaadas a fiaa ohaaoe 
to compara bla uaaataral action with 
the high aentlmenta ha had written 
about the aanctlty of the borne and 
tbo education of the young. Therese's 
mother was the typical comlo paper 
muthar-ln law She rendered Rous- 
seau's home life miserable. 

On July i, 1771, crushed under real 
aad Imaginary woea, Rouaaeau died 
ta a at. ioma hlatorlaaa think dea- 
pair drafve Uai to aaletda.
